COLLECT SCRAP PAPER

brothers in the service. The fol­ 
lowing interesting letter was re­ 
cently received from the sergeant 
by The Chief: 
Philippines 
Dec. 14, 1944 
Dear Editor: 
It is said that letters are a 
soldiers existence overseas. How 
true that is; we make a sudden 
move and mail doesn’t reach us 
for tw’o or three weeks and the 
moral drops amazingly low among 
men. Then when the mail bags 
come through with those m onth 
old letters the shouts of joy al­ 
most deafen us. It is even more 
noisy than the chattering guns 
and riiies. When a newspaper gets 
into (’¡imp it is guarded like cold 
and everyone reads it from cover 
to cover. 
The largest letter every month 
is The Chief. I consider it. 
a 
letter and news of everyone in 
the community. I feel when read­ 
ing it. I’m actually there. Manys 
the time we live those days over. 
Since leaving home, I've spent 
one day in Australia. The people 
are about twenty years behind 
us. Milne Bay, New Guinea 
no 
white people except soldiers. Good- 
enough Island 
still no white peo­ 
ple. Ferguson Island—the land of 
turkey, pigeon, wild pig, crocodile 
and 
fruit. Then we moved to 
Northern New Guinea to join the 
undefeated 32nri Division. Those 
boys can do it We were at Saidor, 
Biak, Saipan, and later an Finch- 
aven 
for a short time. Those 
were the few peaceful niehts. No 
serious damage has been done us 
and I’ve seen only a few Jap pris­ 
oners 
as 
prisoners 
are 
rarely 
taken. 
I’ve seen things I never dream ­ 
ed of seeing, both interesting and 
uninteresting. I have been where 
the bombs were dropping, guns 
were 
firing, 
men 
dead, 
dying, 
blown to bits, wounded and m en­ 
tally ill. Even I have felt the pangs 
of hunger, been bitten by insects 
and scared out of my wits by 
snakes. All in all, I’ve profitted 
by these experiences very much. 
The Aussie soldiers are extra­ 
ordinary jungle fighters but are 
careless and m arch unconcerned 
to battle. A great per cent of 
their casualties are due to their 
boldness. 
We are now somewhere in the 
Philippines and have been for 
some time, but I can’t tell my 
experiences here as it is still a 
military secret. 
Will draw this to 
night is coming on 
lights are out.

“During the first few months of 1945, the Armed Forces will face 
a shortage of 110 million pounds of chicken meat; and so to alleviate the 
shortage, 100 ^ of all live marketed chickens in major producing counties 
of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, and West Virginia— the region where 
about half the country’s friers are produced—must be set aside until 
military requirements are met. 


“Price of poultry meat from December through March 1945 will 
be at ceiling levels. 
Supplies of chicken meat available for civilians 
will be far below that of previous years. The 20U decline in the number 
of chickens raised in 1944 from that of 1943, and smaller quanity of 
broilers raised during the last half of 1944 than in the previous year 
both combine to place supplies short of civilian demand.
